The Defense Contract Audit Agency (DCAA) performed an audit regarding the 
contractor’s material purchases existence during the period January 1, 2003, through 
October 16, 2003.  The purpose of the audit was to test the reliability of purchasing 
records, verify the physical existence of material purchases, and confirm whether 
material purchases were charged to the proper cost objectives. 

The DCAA stated that the audit of material purchases existence and consumption 
disclosed no exceptions.  The DCAA indicated the results of the tests performed pertain 
only to evaluating the contractor’s purchase existence and consumption practices.  The 
DCAA expressed no opinion on the adequacy of the contractor’s system taken as a 
whole.
